MOJAVE, CALIFORNIA! Aviation enthusiasts 
began gathering Sunday in the high desert in 
hopes of seeing the first flight into space by 
a privately developed, manned rocket. 

An exotic jet- engined airplane named 
White Knight was set to take off early Monday 
morning from Mojave Airport carrying the 
rocket-propelled SpaceShipOne. 

If SpaceShipOne is successful, designer 
Burt Rutan and his Scaled Composites devel- 
opment company will use the craft to make 
a run at the $10 million Ansari X Prize, a 
formal competition intended to spur com- 


mercial development of spaceflight. 

Mike Melvill, 62, a veteran civilian test 
pilot and a vice president/general manager 
for Scaled Composites, will pilot the craft. 

Once released from White Knight, Melvill, 
flying solo, is expected to ignite the rocket and 
pull up into an 80 -second powered climb. After 
the rocket motor shuts down, the craft is to 
coast up to a target altitude of 62 miles above 
the Earth, then re-enter the atmosphere and 
glide to a landing back at Mojave.

Saudi Aid 
Cited by 
Militants 

A1 Qaeda claims beheading 
plotters had military’s help 

RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA I The alQacdamilitants 
who captured and later beheaded American 
engineer Paul M. Johnson Jr. had help from 
sympathizers within the Saudi security forc- 
es, according to an account of the operation 
posted by the al Qaeda cell on an Islamic 
extremist Web site Sunday. 

The sympathizers gave police uniforms to 
the militants, who then snatched Johnson at a 
fake checkpoint in the city, the posting said. 

The account highlight- 
ed fears of some diplomats 
and Westerners in the king- 
dom that militants have 
infiltrated Saudi security 
forces, a possibility Saudi 
officials have denied. 

Saudi King Fahd vowed 
Sunday that militants in 
the kingdom would be stopped. 

“The perpetrators of these attacks aimed 
at shaking stability and crippling security — 
and it is a far-fetched aim, God willing,” he 
said in a speech to the advisory Shura Council. 
“We will not allow this destructive bunch, led 
by deviant thought, to harm the security of 
this nation or affect its stability.” 

Police cars and armored vehicles flooded the 
al-Malaz neighborhood in Riyadh on Sunday 
as security forces surrounded a house where 
suspected militants were believed to have taken 
refuge after a shootout with police. 

The massive operation was under way in 
the same district that was the focus of a huge 
security sweep against militants sought in 
Johnson’s beheading. His body still has not

Clinton Reflects 
On Top Regrets 


Memoir lists national 
health plan, Mideast 
as disappointments 

WASHINGTON I For Bill Clinton, 
his greatest failures as president 
have nothing to do with the scan- 
dal over his affair with a White 
House intern. 

“I’m sorry on the 
home front that we 
didn’t get health 
care and that we 
didn’t reform Social 
Security,” the former 
president told CBS’ 

“60 Minutes” in an interview aired 
Sunday in advance of Tuesday’s 
release of his 957-page memoir, 
“My Life.” 

Clinton said he regrets he wasn’t 
able to persuade the Israelis and 
Palestinians to make peace and 
that he “didn’t succeed in getting 
Osama bin Laden.” 


On the Middle East, Clinton 
placed the blame for the collapse 
of his efforts to broker a peace 
deal squarely on the shoulders 
of Yasser Arafat. The Palestinian 
leader refused to accept formu- 
las for peace offered by Clinton in 
late 2000. 

“This was an error of historic 
proportions,” Clinton said. 

The former president says his 
worst day in the White House 
came when he had to tell his wife, 
Hillary, about his affair with Monica 
Lewinsky. “I had a sleepless night 
and woke her up and sat down on 
the side of the bed and just told her,” 
he said. “It was awful.” 

In an interview with Der Spiegel 
newsweekly released earlier Sunday, 
Clinton also said that it will take at 
least five years before Iraq becomes 
a stable and secure country. He said 
the planned transfer of power to 
Iraqis on June 30 would most likely 
fail to stop violence in Iraq, (ap)

Muslims brace for 
possible backlash in 
wake of Johnson death 

EAGLESWOOD TOWNSHIP, N.J. I 
Backlash over the beheading of a 
U.S. contractor in Saudi Arabia was 
as clear as a sign in the town where 
he was born. 

“Stamp out Islam ” read a card- 
board sign that also depicted a 
hand- drawn boot over a crescent 
and star. Phil Galasso posted it 
on a utility pole near his house in 
Eagleswood Township. 

“I’m getting a little fed up with 
the mindless violence against civil- 
ians who had nothing to do with the 
war in the Middle East,” Galasso 
said Sunday. He called Islam a 
“vile, bigoted faith” that subju- 
gates women and uses force to

spread its message. 

Authorities had not received any 
reports of violence against the area’s 
small Muslim population since Paul 
M. Johnson Jr. was killed by Muslim 
extremists Friday, but anger in the 
community was evident, not just 
over just the terrorists but also 
their religion. 


About 100 miles north of 
Eagleswood Township in Paterson, 
about 25 people gathered Saturday 
at a rally where Arabs and Muslims 
condemned Johnson’s killing. 

Aref Assaf, president of the New 
Jersey chapter of the American Arab 
Anti-Discrimination Committee, 
said Sunday that his organization 
had not heard of any anti-Muslim 
or anti-Arab violence, but it has 
issued an advisory to its members 
asking them to be vigilant. 

A minister at a local church 
was among those urging toler- 
ance Sunday. 

Pastor Gene Huber noted 
Johnson’s family’s grief and strug- 
gle in the face of cruelty, but said 
turning to faith would “enable 
them to become champions of 
grace in a world of wickedness.”

Survey Finds Rise in Charitable Giving 


Helped by an improving economy, 
charitable giving in the United 
States last year rose by the highest 
rate in three years, according to a 
national survey released Monday. 

The Giving USA annual report 
said donations by individuals, 
estates, foundations and corpo- 
rations totaled $240.7 billion in 
2003. Researched by the Center on 


Philanthropy at Indiana University, 
the survey showed a 2.8 percent 
increase over 2002, when giving 
amounted to $234.1 billion. 

Adjusted for inflation, dona- 
tions rose only 0.5 percent in 2003, 
hovering at about the same rate of 
growth of 0.6 percent in 2002. 

Of the 1,369 organizations that 
responded to the Giving USA survey. 


55 percent reported an increase in 
donations, while 8 percent reported 
stable levels of giving and 37 report- 
ed a decline in 2003. 

While donations from indi- 
viduals, estates, and corporations 
increased, gifts from foundations 
fell slightly. Individual contribu- 
tions, which comprised 74.5 per- 
cent of total giving, rose 2.5 percent 
to $179.4 billion, up from just over 
$175 billion in 2002. (ap)

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Rescued Hikers 
Must Foot the Bill 


Officials try to recover 
expenses from people 
saved in the wilderness 

SALT LAKE CITY | Search-and-res- 
cue missions in Utah’s rugged back- 
country don’t come cheap. 

For years, lost hikers and way- 
ward rafters have sometimes had 
to foot the bill when rescuers pluck 
them out of the wilderness. Problem 
is, many of them don’t pay. 

As the number of rescues has 
risen along with tourism, local offi- 
cials have struggled to find ways 
to fund the missions. Now Grand 
County, Utah, is turning collection 
agencies on those who fail to foot 
the bill. 

“We had to do something,” 
said Kent Green, a sergeant with 
the sheriff’s department in Grand 
County, where it costs $245 just to 
send rescue crews out the door. 

Utah is not the only place where 
lost hikers can be billed for rescues.

Troops Kill Islamic Militant 
Leader Linked to al Qaeda 

Troops killed one of North Africa’s 
most wanted Islamic militants, who 
had sought to link his bloody insur- 
gent movement in Algeria to Osama 
bin Laden’s al Qaeda terror network.

Iraqi Leaders to 
Step Up Security 


Military will regroup 
to better ward off 
attacks from militants 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Iraq’s interim prime 
minister announced a restructur- 
ing of the country’s security forces 
Sunday, grouping all Iraqi troops 
under a central command whose 
chief duty is tackling insurgents 
plaguing the country. 

Prime Minister lyad Allawi 
also said his government was con- 
sidering imposing “martial law” in 
Iraq’s trouble spots to help police 
and paramilitaries bring order. 

He made a plea for more inter- 
national help in Iraq’s guerrilla 
war, asking outside countries to 
send troops and donate military 
hardware to bolster Iraq’s belea- 
guered forces. 

“Until our forces are fully capa- 


ble we will continue to need sup- 
port from our friends,” Allawi told 
reporters. 

Allawi has made security his top 
priority, with violence persisting as 
his government prepares to take 
sovereignty from Iraq’s American 
occupiers on June 30. 

The incoming government is con- 
sidering an amnesty for Iraqi guer- 
rillas who haven’t taken direct roles 
in killings of U.S.-led occupation 
forces or Iraqis, Interior Minister 
Falah Hassan al-Naqib told report- 
ers, offering few details. 

The security plan announced by 
Allawi focused on a strengthening 
of the Iraqi military, bolstering its 
role in fighting the insurgency. 
U.S. administrators had envis- 
aged the military as a small force, 
meant solely to deal with external 
threats rather than violence within 
Iraq’s borders. jim krane (ap)

Sokoto caliphate ruled 
a swath of West Africa 
during the 19th eentury 

SOKOTO, NIGERIA I Saluted by sword- 
waving Muslim warriors on hors- 
es and camels, African presidents 
and emirs on Sunday celebrated the 
200th anniversary of a holy war that 
launched the sub- Sahara’s greatest 
Islamic empire and urged an end to 
rising Christian-Muslim violence 
that has killed thousands here. 

Appeals for peace — evoking six 
years of fiery religious rampages by 
machete -waving mobs in Nigeria, 
Africa’s most populous nation — 
overlaid a day of musket-blasting 
pageantry in Sokoto, capital of the 
19th-century Sokoto caliphate, or 
kingdom. 

President Olusegun Obasanjo, 
a Christian from the south, con- 
demned culprits of both faiths for

the rising bloodshed in the nation’s 
modern day holy wars. 

Obasanjo’s 1999 election, end- 
ing 15 years of repressive junta rule, 
unleashed religious, ethnic and polit- 
ical turmoil that since has claimed 
more than 10,000 lives in Nigeria. 

Explosions of Muslim- Christian 
violence have killed hundreds this 
year alone — most recently last 
month in Adamawa state, where 
dozens died in clashes over the 
height of a mosque’s minarets next to 
the palace of a Christian tribal chief 

Sokoto, in Nigeria’s north, stood 
until British colonial rule as the 
center of a Muslim kingdom that 
spanned parts of six modern African 
nations — Nigeria, Cameroon, Togo, 
Benin, Niger and Burkina Faso. 

Itinerant preacher Shehu Usman 
dan Fodio had catapulted the king- 
dom into being with a 1804-1808 
holy war launched against infidels 
and wayward Muslims. 

Sokoto today is part of 12 pre- 
dominantly Muslim states that have 
adopted strict Islamic Shariah laws

N E w D E L H 1 1 India and Pakistan will 
establish a nuclear hot line to reduce 
the risk of war, and the South Asian 
rivals Sunday reaffirmed their com- 
mitments to an atomic testing mor- 
atorium — steps forward in efforts 
to normalize relations. 

Pakistan said it hopes the nucle- 
ar talks and other avenues of dia- 
logue lead to a summit between 
Pakistani President Gen. Pervez 
Musharraf and India’s new prime 
minister, Manmohan Singh. 

Reconciliation efforts launched 
between Pakistan and India under 
Singh’s predecessor, Atal Bihari 
Vajpayee, are continuing under 


India’s new government, Pakistani 
officials said. In a joint statement at 
the conclusion of two days of talks in 
the Indian capital, officials said the 
dedicated secure hot line between 
the countries’ foreign secretaries 
was intended to “prevent misun- 
derstandings and reduce risks rel- 
evant to nuclear issues.” 

An existing hot line between 
directors-general of military opera- 
tions in both countries also will be 
upgraded and secured. 

The countries, which have fought 
three wars since independence from 
Britain in 1947, also reaffirmed 
their moratorium on conducting 
further nuclear tests “unless, in 
exercise of national sovereignty, it 
decides that extraordinary events 
have jeopardized its supreme inter- 
ests.”

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VRE Riders Face 
Fare Increases 


Passengers complain 
about long delays and 
large crowds on trains 

FREDERICKSBURG, VA. I Fares are 
going up next week on the Virginia 
Railway Express, adding to the com- 
plaints of Fredericksburg-area com- 
muters already weary of crowded 
trains and heat-related delays. 

The average VRE rider in the 
Fredericksburg area is like Cecilia 
Kirkman: Her monthly ticket to 
get to and from work is $200, and 
her daily round-trip commute is 
31/2 hours. 

“It seems like it’s gotten much 
worse in the past year, with more 
delays and much more crowding,” 
said Kirkman, who rides VRE 
between Brooke Station in Stafford 


and L’Enfant Plaza. 

Depending on how far a passen- 
ger rides, tickets will cost 4 percent to 
11 percent more. In addition, the fare 
change ends a deal that allowed VRE 
ticket holders to board Amtrak trains 
free. Starting June 28, riders must 
pay $1 to board Amtrak — which is 
faster and offers more comfortable 
coaches than VRE does, though it 
arrives late much more often. 

With ridership ballooning beyond 
capacity, the VRE experience is now 
more crowded: At rush hour, hun- 
dreds of passengers must stand. 

VRE and officials who support it 
are trying to assuage riders’ discon- 
tent. They held a town hall meeting 
Wednesday in Stafford and prom- 
ised that single -level rail cars will 
soon be replaced with double-deck- 
ers with more seats, (ap)

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ILLUMINATION I George Tobia’s 
lighting epiphany came 13 years 
ago when, sitting in his office as 
the setting sun cast a rosy glow, it 
occurred to him to turn off the 12 
fluorescent bulbs over his head. 
Suddenly awash in natural light, he 
said to himself, “This feels so good.” 

That’s when the Boston lawyer 
decided he had to do something 
about his office lights. Two floor 
lamps, two desk lamps and two table 
lamps later, Tobia enters his office 
each morning and ceremoniously 
extinguishes the overhead fluores- 
cent lights that his assistant has care- 


fully turned on a short time before. 

The fax machine may be mad- 
dening and the computer may pro- 
mote hostility, but no office gear can 
put you in a funk as quickly as fluo- 
rescent lighting. At best, it provides 
the light of a cloudy sky. At worst, 
it’s the source of physical maladies, 
and a creepy and synthetic downer. 
Commercial builders love fluores- 
cent lights because they’re so effi- 
cient. They run on about a quarter 
of the electricity that incandescent 
bulbs require, and they last rough- 
ly 10 times as long. The problem 
is, most office workers end up get- 


ting a lot more fluorescent light than 
they need, pretty much canceling 
out that efficiency. 

Not surprisingly, Douglas 
Mahone, an energy- efficiency consul- 
tant with Heschong Mahone Group, 
has found that workers perform bet- 
ter when exposed to natural light. 

And while Mahone cautions not 
to forget the advances made in flu- 
orescent lighting, he concedes that 
he doesn’t use it himself. “I’m in a 
daylit office with nice views,” he 
says, “and I leave my lights turned 
off all the time.” jared sandberg

Review time isn’t just a 
time to sit back and listen to what 
your boss has to say. It’s also time 
for you to speak up, question things 
and listen to what they have to say. 
Do it now. Ask for a post-mortem 
review meeting.

It’s 
pushing the envelope and yet walk- 
ing a line of drama that I think is 
very responsible,” said Murphy.

When providing the blood and 
guts, she keeps in mind her startled 
reaction to first witnessing a face 
lift “when they peel the skin off the 
muscle and actually hold someone’s 
face away from their body.” 

But, Murphy says “Nip/Tuck” 
episodes “are like a Grimm’s fairy 
tale. There’s always a moral, order 
is always restored, and the running 
theme is be careful what you wish

If you win, what’s the first project 
you want accomplished in Ward 8? 

I would probably introduce sev- 
eral bills regarding public education. 
Our schools are among the worst in 
the country even though we have 
some outstanding teachers and 
principals. Fducation is the key to 
liberation. Liberation from poverty. 
Liberation from ignorance. 

Also, housing prices in D.C. have 
gone through the roof. The aver- 
age salary for a residence in Ward 8 
is $16,000 a year. If you consider 
that 1/3 of a salary goes for hous- 
ing, this person cannot live in D.C., 
unless they find a chicken coop for 
$7,000. 1 would like to keep people 
in Washington from being forced 
out of their own neighborhoods. 

Do you think the city should be 
using taxpayer money to try to 
bring a major league team here? 

I worked awfully hard to keep 
the Redskins here. I don’t think we 
need a baseball stadium in D.C. I like 
baseball . . . but it is not a priority. The 
owners of many of these teams are 
sticking these cities up for $3 million 
or $4 million and these cities are so 
anxious to have a baseball team that 
they are paying the price. 

Do you think the race will be close? 

In 1992 , 1 ran against the incum- 
bent and received 75 percent of the 
vote. When I ran for mayor in 1994 
I received 80 percent of the vote. If 
that is an indication of how strong 

I am, we are looking at anywhere 
between 65 and 75 percent. So ... 
no, it will not be close. 

Why isn’t there a greater push for 
D.C. statehood? 

Fveryone I know is fighting for 
statehood and we will continue to 
push until we achieve full self-gov- 
ernment.
